Qrouse are now fully y;rowu; the froata have killed the weeds 
end brlera, the leaves have ripened and are falling, and now la 
the time to bunt him—the choicest time of all the year—be, 
whom you will never find unawares, always on the alert, never 
surprised, always surprising you, never starting from or going 
where you would naturally suppose; now running rapidly, now 
scaling away close to the ground or jumping from under your 
very nose with his thander-llke whirr, and away from sight ere 
you recover from the momentary “ grouse ague.” Grouse can 
take care of themselves In competition with the sportsmen, and 
It is well ’tie so, or bow soon would our noble grouse be among 
the things that were. 

Ducks and snipes are settling on our ponds and bays, and 
although snipe may be In better condition for the table a few 
weeks later, yet no quavering eye or unpractIced band can bid 
him stop. For one bright, cool October day In the woods or on 
the ponds, who would not give all his July and August shooting, 
when the hot sun swelters; when your birds spoil before you can 
get them to the table; when the trees are covered with leaves 
and dank weeds abound, when Insect life worries and frets your¬ 
self and dogs! 

No I Bummer’s shooting tends to spoil Autumnal sports, and Is 
not to be mentioned with our clear brown October. 

“DickI where can our woodcocks have gone! We claim to 
breed as many, or more than any other New England slate, and 
very lew have been shot out of season, comparatively speaking; 
now where shall we look for themt” 

“ Well, Frank, supposing, as It baa been the driest season we 
have bad for ninety-four years, according to the ‘ oldest In¬ 
habitant,’ we to-morrow look around some of the springy places 
along the river; It Is no use hunting through the usual coverts, 
as I have visited a number of the beet known In the neighborhood, 
and find the springs and brooks dried up, the ground hard and 
parched, and this Is the only resource left I can suggest.” 

“To-morrow, then, be on hand, and we will try the river bot¬ 
toms.’’ 

At the appointed time we are off, with F.’s young pointer, 
who Is to have her first bird shot over her to-day. A lew miles 
south of the city we find low ground, covered with birch and 
alders, a ridge containing a heavier growth to the left, and a 
clear Coldstream bordered here and there with alders, which 
at times give way to low mucky places well covered with weeds 
and grass; occasionally a spring bubbles up through a light 
gravelly bottom. 

“Let us work through here; I never knew of birds being found 
In this place, yet It's good cover, and It Is so dry we may expect 
to find them most anywhere where there’s water, soft ground, 
and any show of a covert.” 

The pup Is loosened and starts off, carefully working right and 
left over the ground before us. Soon her movements ind cate a 
scent; steady I a point. Get ready, boys I I believe she has a 
woodcock! yet do not be disappointed If it proves otherwise, fur 
this la her first season, and this will be the first bird shot to her 
point. If It proves a cock, and we succeed In bringing him to 
beg. As you are ready, I will soon solve the problem. Steadily 
I walk to and beyond the dog, watching her more particularly 
than looking for the bird. Staunch she stands, not a muscle 
moving, as I come up and pass her by; whirr! all at once greets 
my ear as up and away goes a magnificent cock. Bang, bang, 
echoes our guns, but away speeds the bird, pitching down a hun¬ 
dred rods ahead without a feather ruAled. 

“Blast that Dittmar powder, I saw my shot leave my gun, and 
although they chased that bird ten rod.s before she swung to the 
left, yet they did not have force enough back of them to catch 
her.” “I wanted you to shoot first,” says Dick, “and I guess he 
was out of range when I fired.” 

Thus we satisfactorily (1) account for this miss. Ue Is down to 
the left and ahead, so we will work that way snd try him agalu. 
Cautiously we work along, the pup now working as thougb 
her life depended on her finding the bird. Steady I bang I dead 
bird. He did not propose to sit and let us take positions again, 
but arose wild the moment I came In sight of his resting place, 
snd Just as the dog winded him over a little rise, and ere she 
could fit her point. Well, he Isa good bird; we will now go 
back and continue our course, working the ground over care¬ 
fully. But a moment elapsed ere May came round In a half 
circle and stiffened out to the right of an old decayed log, par¬ 
tially hidden in the tall grass. 

“Look out, Dick I get up to the left of me and take this bird. 

I will flush and give you first shot.” 

Again do I pass the dog, who stands Immovable; one foot 
raised, head lowered, her body curved Into a half-circle. Whirr, 
goes the cock, on whistling pinion. Bang, bang! follow two 
reports, but away glides the bird from our sight. 

“I thought I was on him sure,” says Dick, “and I did not see 
him at all, as this clump of hazel bushes obstructed my view; I 
merely fired out of sympathy when I saw the gone expression on 
your face.” 

Forward again. Birds seem quite plenty In this covert and we 
will make up for lost opportunities. .May cautiously works to 
the edge of the swale, and comes to a sUnd. Now, fellows, this 
bird must not get away. lam particular on her account; she 
will soon begin to think wo are merely making a noise to scare 
the bird so we can continue the chase, and take It into her bead 
to chase too, If we continue this missing. 

" The bird, I Judge, lies near that clump of bushes at the edge 
of the woods. I will walk In and flush him and fire as soon as I 
can, and you be ready to cut him down. If I mleo.” 

I Uke but a step forward when up bo hops, hardly clearing 
the bushes ere I knock him over completely riddled with shot. 
This close shooting, as a general thing, I don’t believe In, espe¬ 
cially In covers where you can allow your bird to get a fair dis¬ 
tance away, but on this occasion I was Interested wholly In my 
dog, as first expeiiences go a long ways. 

Wo have now worked over the opening and proceed to work 
the alder runs uiaklog Into the place. We go but a abort distance 


for May to again straighten out, and as the bird flushes In thick 
cover, giving us but a moment’s sight, we salute and retire. 
Working to the right, to put this bird up, we find another, which 
I passed within three feet of, and could hardly believe my eyes, 
as May came down my trail and whirled sround on a point within 
four feet of where I stood. As I step forward, hardly believing 
I should start a bird, up jumps a plump cock which Is bungllngly 
missed as he darts sway. Within a few minutes, again May 
stiffens out, and a few yards ahead site a huge cock at the foot of 
a pine tree, looking as unconcerned as you please. A step for¬ 
ward, and he darts for the alders Immediately In his front. Bang, 
a third, and bis cockshlp has taken his last flight. We now work 
back along the edge of the woods, and May soon finds a bird 
which Dick knocks over in handsome style. Sllll another Is 
found just as we emerge from the woods, and he folds hla wings at 
the first shot. We left the city at 4:15, and now It Is nearly 0, 
so we will return home, having bad an hour’s jolly sport, and 
prepare for a day’s snipe shooting on the morrow. 

To-day we will try Englleb snipes,and wo do not forget to take 
a few duck charges along, as we are likely to meet wllh dusky, 
Summer,green)and blue wing teal,and many of the other species of 
duckelnhabltlngourwsters. It Is reported yellow legs and golden 
plovers are quite plenty, although the latter part of September 
and the first of October Is rather late for yellow legs to be found, 
I believe. We drive out to Sabattus Pond, put up our team, 
take a boat and row up to the head of the pond, first working 
around the shore adjoining the bog, which gives us a chance to 
get a little shooting from the boat. This Dick requires, per¬ 
haps, more particularly than I, as he shoots rather too slowly for 
snlpos,though generally pretty correctly when he does shoot. But 
shooting snipes along the shore of this bog requires quick work, 
as many of the birds dart back on to the bog, and this frli ge of 
alders shields them from view; besides. It Is hard marking a 
bird down, finding, or getting at him If shot far back from the 
shore. Shooting from a boat Is not at all certain shooting, even 
when you wait until you think you have got your bird covered, 
as they are likely to scape, scape, darting to the right or left 
with lightning rapidity, and one must so cover bis bird as quickly 
as he can, and pull. You may lose him, the chances are you 
will; he will scape, scape, sliding off to the right or left just as 
you puli, but never mind. My experience teaches, cover your 
bird and shoot as quickly as you can; by so doing you will get 
about one-half you shoot at, and this Is fair snipe shooting, 
taking all the chances as they present themselves, as no game 
bird flies so hard to make a respectable count for the number of 
shots fired, as the English snipe—excepting perhaps the ruffed 
grouse—and this la why many of our crack shots prefer snipe 
shooting to any other kind of shooting we have. 

’Now, Dick, as I have finished iny general lecture, snd as we 
have reached our destination, you may put in a couple of charges 
of No. 4’a until we round that point, as there is a good feeding 
ground for ducks just to the left of It. No ducks! Well, now 
change your shell and put In No. 9 ’b or lO's. I prefer No. 10 
shot for snipes and woodcocks, although many use No. O's and 
No. fi’s. Loaded I now sit as still as you can, and don't throw 
yourself back or jump up when a bird rises, as you rock the 
boat, thus dlmioiehing your chances of making an accurate shot, 
and I will paddle you along to the edge of the bog. I will place 
my gun hereon my right sons to gets shot occaslonaltywheu you 
miss, or several birds get up at once, as la a common occurrence. 
Now we will work Into the left of those Illy pads, where you see 
those bunches of roots protruding from the black muck, and 
where we generally start a few birds. None yet; this may be one 
of their close lying days, so I will take my paddle and spatter 
water over those tussocks among which they often hide. Bang, 
bang, bang, bang, four shots and e8caped,by all that’s wonderful; 
and see him go, just vanishing over old Sabattus mountain. How 
he ever dodged those four charges la one of the unfathomable 
mysteries that must always remain a mystery. Look out for 
another, and although that one got up from under our very 
noses, the rest may be In a different state of mind, and may 
arise six or eight rods away, although generally, when one lies 
close, a majority that you find will, so we will work the ground 
over carefully. There Is one! I Just saw him as he jumped over 
that pool, and he la down near the base of those reeds, so bo 
ready; scape, bang, gone. 

“ Why did you not Are your second barrel!” 

“Because I could not swing around to the right any further.” 

Snipe are geoerally credited with rising against the wind, 
and as a general thing It is policy to work “down wind,” but oc¬ 
casionally they arise just as It happens, and this was one of those 
cases, and the way that bird went off on the wind was a caution 
to the species of ducks that are credited with one hundred and 
twenty miles an hour. Well, “ a poor heglnnlng makes a good 
ending,” so we will “ try, try again.” 

‘ Ready I scape 1 bang I A good shot, we will soon have that 
chap aboard, and then for bis comrades. Hist I there comes one 
way off to our left; let’s rest a moment, and he may fly over or 
pitch down near. He is going over and Is high up, but I believe 
I’ll try Mm. Bangl Did I get him I I should say so; look at 
the feathers floating In the sir, and off there off the water Is the 
bird. That was a chance shot; not once In a hundred limes can 
a man bring down a snipe at the distance, and going at the rate be 
was. 

“ Dick, we are just getting the hang of the thing; It’s easy 
enough to shoot snipe If you only know how. We did not have 
the oil out of our guns when we missed the first one, and the 
second one you fired at screwed you Into such a position that 
Davy Crockett would have missed him, and greener shots than 
you or I would have broken their necks trying to follow him. So 
now, as we have got the lay, let’s us just load this boat down, so 
we can go home and boast of our shooting and the bag we 
made. 

You know It’s customary for sportsmen (?) to preserve every 
trout caught, no matter If not over an Inch long, he counts one, 
and helps swell that count to one hundred. Of course If be 
should put him back, some one else, not so green, would secure 
him; and our trout are so abundant there Is no occasion to re¬ 
turn one, even though he be but a fingerllng; and so with dur 
own game, If you at any time come across an abundance, scoop It 


all In, so your fellow associates will think you a mighty hunter. 
We shall now have to cross to the east shore, as we have worked 
tola aide up; the eaat aide la the beat place for 8Ql{>e8. 

* We have been one hour worklog along tbla ahore, and I find 
we have bagged alx aolpea and a dusky duck. If agreeable we 
will pull Id here, takes luDcb aod reat for so hour, which will 
give the birds time to return to their feedlug grounds, when we 
will repeat the manceuver.’’ 

May, my young polnier, mentioned in the former part of this 
f^tlcle, retrieved our birds, and on a subsequent occasion, late in 
November, worked all day, retrieving fifteen snipes, and some 
dozen grass birds; never refusing to go where ordered, although 
reluctantly at times, particularly when sent from the boat to 
bring snipe, where she had to wade through muck that at times 
would almost engulf her, which speaks well for the dog, but 
poorly for her master for using her for such purposes, where X 
have seen Betters refuse to work. 

May, little you or I kuew of the catastrophe awaiting ue, 
whereby you were to lose your young life this night. Had we 
known, wet, cold, and hungry though we both were. Instead of 
hurrying home we would have spent the might on old Sabattus 
pond, even though we perished. May, I don’t know that you 
were even an ordinary pointer, as pointers go, although I bought 
you for such; but always obedient, never refusing to do my bid¬ 
ding; never content to be away from me, my constant companion 
almost. May, I learned to lova you, and many a poor wretch Is 
less sincerely mourned; and May, in the happy bunting grounds 
In the great hereafter may we be reunited, and I know, If both 
are permitted, you will be among the firet to welcome me.” I 
have owned a number of dogs, and my last, a setter, due with 
whelps this week, was but a few days ago killed by the cars, yet 
noue have so entwined themselves around my heart as Mav.

I once saw It tried 
on, and this Is the way It came about. In the employment of 
I ierre Choteau & Co., of St. Louis, a good many years ago, I 
headed a email trapping party sent to try a Winter in the Big 
Rockies, ranging from the Sweet Water, north and west, to 
Wind river In the range of which Fremont’s Peak now forma the 
most conapicuoua monument. 

Our party was amall, but rnaile up of good and experienced 
men. The Indians were not friendly, hut we managed to keep 
away from their beet bunting grounds, and. so kept mostly out 
of trouble, though before we got out In the Spring, there were 
several .calpe found on both sides. 

Liking to hunt far better then to trap, I kept my party mostly 
In meat, but I was fearfully bothered with grizzlies. If I killed 
an elk or a mountain sheep, all the meat I could not “tote” to 
camp would be gone, or under guard, before I could get back 
for what I had left. And when a grizzly stands guard, the man 
Is a fool who approaches him without plenty of lead for a coun¬ 
tersign, snd most wite If he keeps off hla beat allogether. 

One day, when on a trail well up In the hills, I saw two some- 
tbloga I didn’t like. 

One was a grizzly on my trail coming down the mountain, 
the other was another huge beast, of the same species, coming 
up the trail a couple or three hundred yards below. 

Below me, where the trail wound around a sharp ledge of 
rock, there was a small nut pine tree, and I knew If I could only 
reich that I wis temporarily ssfe, at any rate, And I did some 
tall running till I got there. Slinging my rifle over my eboulder 
by Its strap, I was aoon about twenty feet above the trail, where 
I could see both my enemies. Getting a flri seat, I unslung 
my gun, aod let the old chap that was coming down the trail 
know that something was waiting for him below. My shot 
stirred him up, snd be came down that trail madder than a buf¬ 
falo bull stuck full of arrows.

But tbe old hero was busy yeL 
Though hi was under, hla bind feet were making aorae terrible 
rips Into the victualing department of the other bear, and when 
at last As was quiet In death, the victor, in trying to crawl away, 
had to drag almost all Ids Inwards along the ground. 

I lit down from my perch, went down cloeo to him, and put a 
half ounce ball Into one of bis eyes and left him to his peace. 

I hurried down to camp and told tbe boys, and they came op 
to look at tbe battle ground.

We had a very fair dog with 
us, and leaving Rochester, the county seat, early in tbe mornlrg, 
struck Into tbe woods near by, aod after walking ab)ut for a 
considerable time, came upon some fresh deer trbcks. Our dog 
followed without making much noise, and we kepi op as well as 
we could, feeling assured that we would presently come upon tbe 
deer. 
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ful.wheitall at ouee he hallooed out to me that the whole body of 
Ice on which I was lying was cracking and giving way, snd beg¬ 
ging me, for heaven's sake, to run for my life. In an lustaut I 
was on iiiy feet, and giving two bounds was on the firm Ice 
while that portion that I left slowly and gracefully sank out of 
sight. The dog now showed every sign of exhaustion aud weak¬ 
ness, and making one or two more feeble attempts, fell hack aud 
went slowly under water. 

My corapauion and myself were both considerably eut down bv 
what we had witnessed; but knowing It would not do to wait 
much longer where we were, slowly wended our way lo the 
shore, leaving both deer aud dog under tbe blue water .Mr es¬ 
cape seemed somewhat singular, but after cauvasslDg the matter 
over we both came to the coucluslou that It was much better to 
have lost our game aud our dog than foroueof us to have lost our 
life.

CHAPTER XXXVII. 

The Fex-Terrier—Coutinuod. 

PafislDg to Jock’e daughters, uutiucisUoDably the most dietin' 
guished of them was Nectar. She was a genuine daughter—and 
the only one by Jock—of Grove Nettle. She was, however, a 
good deal lighter than her dam, and would hardly have had sub* 
stance enough to SHtisfy !n<v>t judges now-a*duys- Still she would 
always have stood high. She was, In her turn, the dam of several 
good, though of no tirsl'Classdogs. A more distinguished dsugb* 
ter of Old Jock, at least as a matron, wasCottingham Nettle, the 
dam, by dltfereut dogs, of Jester, Willie, and Brokenburst Net¬ 
tle; the latter, lu her turn, the dam of FUnger, Flasher, Broken- 
burst Sttug, and Bo.xer. Besides these we shall, in the course of 
our genealogical survey, come across other successful daughters 
of Old Jock. I have already noticed the special fitness of this 
blood for lo-brecdlug. and I will mention a few more iDsUtDces. 
Tyrant wasout of a Jock bitch. His son, Sam, was also out of a 
Jock bitch. Sam's three best children, setting aside Venture— 
Myrtle, WIlHc, and Tickler—were all out of Jock bitches. Again, 
Nectar, when put to Tyke, produced youug Tyke, a dog of re¬ 
markable quality; while to Tyrant she produced Nina and Lill, 
both prize winners. Lill, lu turn, was put to Gadfiy, a grandson 
of Jock, and also related to her through Grove Nettle, and pro¬ 
duced Derby Nectar, a bitch of considerable merit. 1 may add 
that I myself owned a full sister to Derby Nectar, who, when put 
to Young Tyke, produced Gamester, a dog that has done remark¬ 
ably well over in America, both as a show dog and a sire. It Is 
noticeable, too, that both Gamester and his own brother, who 
was drowned on the voyage, were dogs of remarkable bone and 
strong coat; Indeed rather coarse in general character, and with 
plenty of pluck, albeit their dam was a light, delicate bitch. 

I shall return to the whole subject of tn-breedlng further on, 

As to the external peculiarities of the Jock blood, they are 
almost always full of terrier character, and have plenty of sub- 
Btance^ with good coats, legs, and feet. They are not always 
very good Id shoulder, their ears are apt to be carried rather 
high, and their heads have not The beautiful cleanness charac¬ 
teristic of the Follerand Belvolr blood, and are apt to get coarse 
with age. 

I now come to a Hue of blopd even more valuable, In ray opin¬ 
ion, than the Jock strain, th£t, namely, of Old Trap. Trap him¬ 
self was but seldom shown, and was consequently not very well 
known to the public. His sire was a black and tan dog, un¬ 
doubtedly; 1 believe one of the old black and tan stock to which 
I before referred. Trap has been described to me by an M. F. H., 
In whose possession he at one time lived and worked. He was a 
compact, well-made dog, just the rightsize, with a lean bead, and 
with plenty of bone. His one marked defect was a floe coat, 
which a good deal Interfered with his work. There Is certainly 
a tendency to this defect in one of the families descended from 
him—that of Tyrant—notably In the Chance branch of it. At 
the same time I am not sure whether this may not have come In 
on the dam's side. Trap’s most noted son, undoubtedly, was 
Tyrant, out of an owu sister to Vassal. His lot was unluckily 
cast lu the da} a when a well-marked bead and a generally "grace¬ 
ful'' appearance went for more than sterling working points, and 
though be was fairly successful on the show bench, bis merits 
were certainly not fully recognized. In build he was a regular 
"big little 'uti," low on the leg,with great substance, and length 
in the right place. As a stud dog he was pre-eminently success¬ 
ful, but for some reason bis sons and daughters were hardly 
e<iual)y so in reproduclugthe family good qualities. There seems 
to have been a certain tentiency In the blood to grow big and 
coarse, and deficient in compactness and terrier character. The 
best, probably, of Tyrant's sons was Bitters, a dog of something 
the same stamp as his sire, immensely powerful, yet very compact. 
Unluckily his dam brought In an undoubted infusion of bull- 
terrier, and as a consequence. Bitters, although he has had great 
opportunities both with Mr. Gibson and Mr. Burbldge, has failed 
to keep up the character of the family. The best, perhaps, of 
bis stock was Boxer, a big coarse dog, but the sire of several 
good ones. Pre-eminent amongst these was Bloomer, a neat lit¬ 
tle bitch herself, who has earned Immortality as the dam of 
Bloom. Another well-known son of Tyrant was Old Chance. 
His dam appears to have been by a Grove dog out of a Belvolr 
bitch. There can be little doubt, however, that Old Chance In¬ 
herited some bull or English terrier blood, as shown to the 
length of bis head and the fineness of bis coat. These and kin¬ 
dred faults were transmitted to many of his descendants, more 
especially of the male sex, though at the same time be figures 
among the ancestors of more than one good dog. A far more 
successful SOD of Old Tyrant at the stud was Bam, who, as we 
have seen, got a sccoud infusion of Jock blood through bis 
dam. Sam's history was a somewhat curious one. He was a low, 
coarse dog, with plenty of substance and working character, but 
with Dotblog in his looks which promised agreat career. Accord¬ 
ingly, when he was stolen, early in life, bis owner took but little 
pains to recover him. In the meantime, however, Tickler and 
that grand bitch .Myrtle had come out as show winners, and bad 
proved the value of the blood. Accordingly, there was a hue and 
cry after their sire, and he was with some difficulty unearthed, 
lu bis after career ho begot a number of good terriers, though 
none quite equal to Myrtle. His best son was Vettture, whose 
dam was got by Hopcrofl’s Trap, a comparatively unknown dog, 
but an own brother to Tyrant. As might be expected from bis 
double cross of Trap, Venture was a tblck-set, stiff dog, not as 
long in head a« most of the Tyrants, and rather wide In chest. 
His career was cut short by an apoplectic fit, before be bad begot¬ 
ten a eon worthy to fill his owu place, so bis fame rests chiefly on 
his daughters. Of these the best were Vanity from Cottlngham 
Nettle, and Patch and Vexer from Fussy,who was herself full of 
Trap blood. Vanity and Voxer have both Inherited thetr sire's 
wide chest, a defect much less noticeable in Patch. Another 
good son of Sam was Willie, out of Cottlngham Nettle, to whom 
I have already referred. As a stud dog he has rather disappointed 
expectation, bU stock running too large.

The Pointer an Aristocrat. 


Flatbusr, I/>no Island. 

Editor Cbicaoo Firld: —In submitting this article to tbe 
criticisms of the man; readers of your columns, It Is not my In- 
lootlon to ventilate my knowledge as an authority, but merely to 
vlve the reader my views as drawn from practl^ and personal 
experiences as they came from time to time under my observa¬ 
tion. 

1 have carefully read the writings of various writers and 
eportsmen’s experiences as related In the sporting press, but I 
am free to confess that among the numerous articles one sel¬ 
dom observes tbe subj rets treated as they should be. Volumin¬ 
ous and brief articles are written by our most able and Intelll- 
i;ent writers, but It, upon reading them consideringly, and one 
stops to digest their contents carefully, the tone and advice of 
the thoroughly practical Is conspicuously absent, while on tbe 
other hand It becomes painfully apparent that they are tbe theo¬ 
retical hobbles and prejudices of the writer emanating from a 
disputatious motive or desire that you would assume all risks of 
putting Into practice as an experimental test, his views, leaving 
to bis discretion, should they prove a failure, the shirking of all 
responsibility; but If, on tbe contrary, successful, all tbe glory 
sud eclat of being tbe originator; and again one can readily dis¬ 
cern In tbe writer's conclusions, a result being a superQclal re- 
Occtlon drawn from many opinions, and toMly void of either 
ludlvlduallty or originality; as for me I read with more eager- 
ucea and attention tbe simple tale strlpped^f all embellishments, 
and related, as If, “Out of the fullness of the heart the month 
speaketb,” than tbe highest flights veneeri d with all tbe subtle 
stiractlons of a gifted author, drawn from Imagination. But 
enough, I am sensible of my digression, and will return to my 
point, tbe dog. 

The pointer Is tbe breed with which I Intend dealing first, and 
If allowable, fearful that eome kind friend might say I never 
owned a high bred blue or native setter or pointer, I will preface 
my remarks by stating that In setters I have owned dogs from 
combined crosses of Drake, Druid, Rake, Lelcestea and Dart, 
snd public records will bear me out that superior blood and 
breeding do not exist, and I have also owned some of the 
tlnest natives, but as they are considered secondary In tbe fash¬ 
ionable dog world,I won’t say what I think of them; and besides 
I have seen work afield a majority of tbe cracks from champion 
(iladstonc down, so that whatever may be said per cotUra to m; 
views it cannot be justly laid at my door that my experience Is 
limited. 

But withal, like the wanderer In a far-oS land, whose heart 
ever turns with love and grateful feelings for the blessings and 
comforts be received from home, so do mine ever revert to tbe 
pointer. Now, why I prefer the pointer, I will embody In the 
following few, and I hope, substantial reasons. First, sod above 
sll, as a family, I deem him keener In the nose than tbe setter, 
just as enduring, more racy, rakish snd blooded In physique and 
appearance, more than fast enough In pace; a naturally cleaner 
dog on himself, and about the bouse. His perceptive powers are 
superior, be Is more tractable, and once taught anything be never 
forgets the same, and this quality I have ever found most appli¬ 
cable to his training. I have yet to see the pointer once well 
broken, that was not as good at any and all times, no matter 
how long tbe lapse of time Intervene between tbe time of using 
until time forced him to pass In bis chips. In tbe above I don’t 
wish to be misunderstood as speaking of Individuals or excep¬ 
tions, but as classes—tbe entire setter class versus the entire 
pointer class. To me the pointer is the aristocrat of tbe dog 
family, and further. It has been my experience that bis field qual¬ 
ities are more Intuitive and Inborn. 

I am alluding and confining myself strictly to the gentleman 
sportman’s dog, not what I term tbe special dog, celebrated for 
one special purpose and game, but a celebrated general dog, one 
that the sportsman can follow In bis general rambles, shooting, 
and who discharges the duties of bis instincts and training to the 
entire satisfaction of bis master, whether along the margin of 
the little brooklet, shadowed by tbe overhanging alders, seeking 
the king of game birds, tbe woodcock, who so greatly enjoys 
probing with bis long bill in the oozy rich black mud around 
each tuft of grass, or cattle track through these swales, or 
whether up tbe hard, rocky and laborious mountain side, search¬ 
ing for tbe shy and exasperating ruffed grouse, who tests both 
gun and sportsman, and above all the dog, to their utmost, or 
that ever popular little bird, the quail, among the ricb-bued 
stubbles of tbe farmer's land. The dog that gives the sbootest 
tbs best general total Is par excellenee, the gentleman sportsman’s 
dog, and such a faithful servant and treasure, I have found In 
tbe pointer. Such has been my experience, and I must say that 
I am more than gratified that my experience Is verified and cor¬ 
roborated of late by many sportsmen and antbors, both in con¬ 
versation, correspondence and writings on dogs by the best Eng¬ 
lish authorities. 

I will not weary the reader by copying verbatim the words of 
Vero Shaw, where be mentions a little sentiment that went 
straight to my heart, and which I heartily Indorse, viz: That 
breeders are losing sight of two qualities that are most dearly 
and highly prized by tbe sportsman, and which the old 
style and the Spanish pointers were so justly celebrated 
for, nose and slannchness, and In which they excelled. 
But the Inexorable demands and prejudices of fashion for tbe 
production ol a certain style of dog, and pace of a quarter-horse, 
hss so subdued these two most necessary and positive qualifica¬ 
tions to constitute a first-class field dog, that unobserved. It com¬ 
pelled the pointer for quite a period to rank second. Still, be It 
said to their credit, there were a few brave, tried and generous 
sportsmen, who never lost faith In the pointer or his cause, and 
I believe that It Is due to thetr sublime faith, devotion and 
energy, well fortified by the dog’s natural merits, that they have 
not only been successful In forcing a public acknowledgement 
that he Is tbe equal of the setter, and fit company to range side 
by side, and divide tbe honors, but they have been Instrumental 
In opening tbe eyes of many breeders to tbe erring ways they 
had fallen Into, In their efforts to conform to tbe mandates of 
fashion, by bringing together, and selecting certain specimens 
for breeding In hopes of producing this Ideal, to the exclusion 
and most serious detriment of these two highly prized qualities. 

I have faith, however, tbjit the danger Is passed, and at no dis¬ 
tant day, from past bitter experience, and future good judgment 
exercised In breeding and crossing, to once more see the pointer 
resume that exalted position in tbe true sportsman’s affection 
and estimation, be formerly reposed In with such nobleness and 
'dignity. It was an admitted fact that tbe keenness of tbe hound’s 
nose was not the superior, If the equal of the delicacy of the 
tcentlng power possessed by the old Spanish pointer, sod like 
» modern writer on the dog, I am well satisfied that If procura¬ 
ble, a dash of the old Spanish blood would not only be highly ad¬ 
vantageous, but most s^utary In Its effects, afield to many ken- 
eels,-and personally I would welcome with pleasure the trifle 
more heaviness, and prominent top, It would add to the head of 
the modern pointer. Now that we have attained, at tbe serious 
risk of repnlallon, time, and money, tbe elegant llneso.f the grey¬ 
hound, so well adapted for speed; In tbe body of our modern 
pointer, and tbe speed with It, would It not be at well. If possl- 
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ble, to trace our steps backward and show the same zeal and 
energy In replacing that nose and staunchness wo have forfeited. 
If success crowned our efforts, then Indeed could we flatter our¬ 
selves that neither time or money, to speak of nothing else, had 
been idly expended as we placed before the sporting world a 
perfect pointer snd tbe true sportsman’s companion afield. Such 
Is my confidence and faith that this fact will be accomplished, 
that I have for tbe future closed tbe door of my kennel to a set¬ 
ter, and shall dispose of all my setter blood as favorable oppor¬ 
tunities offer, and henceforward my motto shall be, tbe pointer, 
his development and perfection, so far as my means, time and 
Judgment will allow of gratifying my desires and Interests, and 
the furthering of my plans for tbe future. 

Having trespassed beyond my Intention on the patience and 
charity of tbe reader, I will conclude with a few remarks on the 
mortality I notice each week made public, to say nothing of the 
balance, which I don’t doubt Is more than two-thirds, which 
never comes to light. I must be either particularly blessed, or 
more fortunate than my brother sportsmen, for I can conscien¬ 
tiously say that disease of any sortie a total stranger to my kennel, 
among old and young doge for the past four years, during which 
time 1 have kept and bred quite a number of dogs, from eight to 
twelve, and as for death, be Is the rsrest of visitors, and be has 
come more often wltji Injury or accident than disease as a 
destroying agent. As for distemper, with two exceptions. It has 
given me tbe cold shoulder. 

The first case was two pups, who contracted It at tbe first New 
York dog show; one I saved, and the other died. The second 
case, a kind friend brought a young dog, actually rotten with It, 
on the yard before I was aware of Its presence, snd It resulted In 
the death of two promising pups. I bad a litter of seven pups 
frozen to death from neglect of their mother. Mohawk died, 
from my being over confident and headstrong, of congestion of 
the lungs and Inflammation of tbe bowels, contracted while being 
hqnted from morn till night on a cold, raw day,-on a snipe 
meadow with the old dogs, when but seven months old. Black 
Ned, In perfect health and condition, died at eleven years of 
age. In two days; and old Sport, at twelve years past, died In full 
vigor of health from Injuries rsceived In the thfoat from un¬ 
known persons. This constitutes my death record for four years 
and a half. 

I never “baby” my dogs. All through the severity of this 
Winter they have slept In their bunks in tbe coach house, where 
the pall of water froze solid during tbe night, and they are In 
the pink of condllion, and ready for field work or show ; In per¬ 
fect health, spirits, and plight. I don’t say this with any boast¬ 
fulness, but merely because I am fearful most persons pet their 
dogs too much, and don't keep them Inured to hardships, etc., 
that they must perforce undergo when put to hard and steady 
field work. Plenty of coarse, wholesome food, clean water, 
plenty of clean litter, and dormitory free from draughts, and let 
the dog rough the rest, la my parting advice.

Mr. Chnries N. Whitman’s Blnck Pointers. 

San Francisco, Cal. 

Editor Cuicaoo Firld:—I have noticed In several of the 
late Issues of your very readable paper, letters from Mr. Chas. 
N. Whitman, of Leavenworth, Kan., and other correspondents, 
relative to a breed of black pointers Imported from England, lately, 
by Mr. Whitman, from the kennel of Mr. W. R. Pape, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, England. 

I can only say that If Mr. Whitman has secured the pure breed 
of these dogs, he has a prize, for I can speak from experience of 
their splendid field qualities, having shot over a dog of this stock In 
1868, In company with their owner, Mr. Pape, a thorough sports¬ 
man and genial gentleman. 

I visited England In the Fall of 1868, and bore letters of Intro¬ 
duction to several gentlemen, among others, Mr. Pape, by whom 
I was most cordially received, and given some of the finest possi¬ 
ble shooting, at partridges, grouse, pheasants and hares. All of 
the shooting 1 bad was done over a black pointer dog named 
Tom, and bis mother, I believe, named Meg; but as she came 
“amiss” during my visit, the principal shooting was over the 
dog. 

I must say that In all my experience, Tom was the very best 
broken dog I have shot over, or have seen at work In the 
field. He was a grand ranger, bad plenty of speed, and an ad¬ 
mirable nose, and to see him galloping over a turnip or stubble 
field, and afterward on the moors In Cathness, Scotland, was 
something I have never forgotten. Ho was, moreover, a splen¬ 
did (etriever, when required, and I believe Mr. Pape had, and 
still does have, all of his doge, pointers and setters, broken to re¬ 
trieve, nor does be find it Interfere with their steadiness and 
staunchness on point In tbe slightest. CerUInly, no dog could be 
steadier than old Tom, and I killed every variety of game to be 
found In England and Scotland over him, excepting woodcocks, 
which were not In season during ray visit 

Mr. Pape very kindly and thoughtfully sent me a puppy from 
this stock of pointers, some two and a half years after my return 
to California. I never have owned a more promising animal for 
tbe short time I had him, and be pointed and retrieved as 
naturally as many well-bred dogs of two years old, and he was 
only bine months old when he was stolen from me. Strange to 
say, I never heard of him again, and I had a standing reward for 
fully six weeks In the city papers, but he bad evidently been 
spirited sway, either to a remote part of the state, or Into an 
adjoining one. His coat was as fine and glossy almost as 
satin, and very thin leather In his ears; In color, 
a dense black, with the exception. If I remember correctly, of a 
small patch of white on his breast about as large as a quarter of 
a dollar. If I could have kept this dog, and bad him thoroughly 
broken, I think I should have had as good an animal as was ever 
brought to the state. His disposition was perfect; kind and 
gentle, almost too kind and affectionate, if anything. I sincerely 
hope that eome day I may be fortunate enough to secure a dog 
or bitch of this Pape pointer stock again, as I believe they would 
be just the animal we California sportsmen require for our quails. 
They have plenty of endurance, excellent nose, and can do with¬ 
out water for a long time, as compared with the setter, a great 
desideratum, In our dry, bnishy side hills In early Fall quail 
shooting In this state. 

I can but repeat that Mr. Whitman is most fortunate In secur¬ 
ing a brace of these dogs, and he will appreciate them more and 
more as he becomes acquainted with their good qualities. I 
should much like to hear from tbe gentleman, how his new 
charges progress; and you can, Mr. Editor, furnish my address 
to Mr. Whitman, should he have any desire to drop me a line on 
tbe subject. At least, I shall always feel a kindly and sports¬ 
man’s Interest in my favorites. 

Changing the subject, permit me to add a few remarks on tbe 
letter signed “ Stub and Twist," dated from Nevada, that ap¬ 
peared lately In the Cbicaoo Fisld. 

This sportsman clUms that be was handled very roughly In a 
criticism published In the rae{flc Mf/e, for having shot deer out 
of season In the county of El Dorado. In this state. Permit me to 
state that the crlllclsra of the above California journal was per¬ 
fectly just, and well merited. Stub & Twist’s very lame defence 
to the contrary. It Is fsir to presume that any correspondent. 
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whose letters are worthy enough to appear In the columns of 
your widely read paper, Is possessed of average Intelligence. 
Would It have been a great deni of trouble for 3. & T., sportsman 
as he claims to be, to have made the necessary Inquiry In the 
j proper quarter as to whether the supervisors of El Dorado 
county, or any other county In the State of Callfornla,bad the legal 
right to change or extend the open season for dcerl I think ten 
minutes’ time, by Inquiry from the district attorney of the 
county would have satisfied him that the supervisors had no legal 
right to change the fixed game law of this state, and although I 
may be wrong In my estimate, I believe It Is generally known 
throughout the state, and all our sportsmen know It well, prob¬ 
ably including S. A T., that the law Is uniform on deer through¬ 
out California (open season for deer .July 1 until November 1.) 

I therefore state moat positively that S. & T. was palpably 
guilty of a violation of our deer law, and which, were he a true 
sportsman, be could have easily avoided. I have no desire 
to enter Into any controversy with Stub & Twist, nor will I, no 
matter what answer. If any be may make to these remarks, but 
I have stated what are the facts In the case, and he can enlighten 
himself. If he has not already done so, on the game laws of this 
state before be enters It again In pursuit of game. 

I think he will bear from the J’acifle Life at a future time, and 
probably get a worse scoring than before.

The rrogrniniiie of Oiir Field Trials. 

8 t. Louis. Mo. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field:—I notice In your Issue of Februarv 
19, that Blue, writing from Forest, Ontario, suggests a change 
In the programme of the National American Kennel Club field 
trials. 

I thoroughly agree with him In thinking that the Brace Stakes 
should be abolished, and I also think that tbe stake be recom¬ 
mends In Its place would meet with great popular favor. 

Now, why can we not have on the same principle which he sug¬ 
gests, a field trial on prairie chickens (pinnated grouse), to take 
place, say In Iowa. In the latter part of August, or the first week 
lu September. I think most sportsmen will agree with me In 
saying that a dog broken on chickens makes a better dog for 
general use on all sorts of game birds, than If broken on any 
other bird, and It also has the advantage of making a dog hunt 
with bis head high In the air, and wind bis birds as he cannot 
carry bis head low on account of the tall, sharp prairie grass. I 
think If the National American Kennel Club would take hold of 
the matter In a business-like way, as though thej- meant business, 
and push It through for all It is worth, they could make a bril¬ 
liant success of it, and I think the trials woul.l bo the means of 
turning out some extraordinarily good field doge. I think that 
most of our prominent breeders would co-operate with tbe ken¬ 
nel club and do all In their power to make the trials a succesa in 
every respect. I think that as the first week In September Is not 
generally as busy a time of the year as Ni.v.-mhcr, and the weather 
being more mild and pleasant, the trials would he much more 
largely attended by both participants and spectators. 

The stakes I would like to see run In these trials approximate 
very closely to those recommended by Blue. They are as fol¬ 
lows: The Puppy Slakes, for puppies twelve months old and 
under, or, say, fifteen moiiths old and under, to be hau<lled by 
amateur breakers, that is by men who have never received any 
pecuniary compensation for breaklog'a dog; the all-aged stakea 
for setters and pointers that have never won a prize In any other 
than a puppy stake, and, lastly, the free-for all or champion 
stakes. I think the following enirauce fees and prizes would 
meet with the approval of most of the participants; In the 
Puppy Stakes, $5 entrance fee, and 15 more to starters, and 875 to 
winner of first, 850 to winner of secoiid.and 8‘36 to winner of third; 
In the All-aged Stakea, 810 entrance fee, and 810 to starters, and 
8100 to first, 805 to second, and 835 to third; In the Champion 
Stakes, 815 entrance fee, and 815 to starters; 8200 to first, 8r25 
to second, and 875 to third, the entrance fee In all cases to be 
forfeited If the dog does not run. 

I should like very much to see these trials cstabllsbed, and I 
think the sporting .fraternity at large would like to hear your 
opinion as to their practicability, as well as tbe views of all of 
our prominent breeders. Let us hear what such old hands at the 
business as the Messrs. Campbells, L. H. Smith, J. C. Higgins, 
Geo. WaddIngtOD, J. H. Whitman, P. H. Bryson, 8. A. Kaye, C. 
B. Whltford and others have to say about the matter, all of 
wbose opinions are far more entitled to consideration than the 
humble views, ns herein set forth, of Caxis.

Eoitor Cbicaoo Field: —I desire to get the views and votes 
of the members of the National American Kennel Club on the 
following points, viz.; 

1. Whether the “ heat system,” as practiced in our field trials, 
demonstrates the sctual merits of the competing dogs. 

3. Whether the equal opportunity plan, or old aggregate “point 
system,” does not possess features which eliminate the elements 
of chance to such a minimum as to render It the better of the 
two systems. 

3. Whether staunchness, obedience, and disposition should not 
be, respectively, raised higher In “ scale of points’’ihsn now 
found In the rules. 

4. Whether retrieving should not be abolished, or. If to count, 
the maximum to be five, Instead of ten, as now, and the points 
taken tberefrom, to be added to staunchness, obedience, and dls- 
posllton. 

5. To have but three stakes, and to run them in this order: 
First, the Aged, or Free-for-AII; second, the Braces, and last, 
the Derby. To advertise the races as beginning (at such a date) 
and continuing until finished. 

6. Whether, In consequence of the time consumed In running 
the several stakes, and the labor and fatigue attending the dutlea 
of judging, througbout. It would not be advisable to have a judge 
for racA stake, and only one. 

No one can ask, or expect gentlemen, to follow all the dogs In 
the race, for a week or ten days. 

Time must be spent, and a deal of it, to fairly test dogs at 
these trials. Everything which Is likely to give one dog an ad¬ 
vantage over another should be guarded against, and each dog 
have given him an equal chance and,.opportunlty. 

All membere of the above association, also all Intended exblb- 
Itorsat the next trials of tbe National American Kennel Club, 
who concur In the above, In whole or lu part, will confer a favor 
by sending me their names, between this date and April Ist next.

Niianiroek on the Wing.

Editor Chicago Field:— Here I am at Otego, N. Y., waiting 
for the train to take me West. As It la over an hour behind 
time, I Improve the chance to give a short description of my visit to 
the noted Cocker Spaniel Kennel of M. P. McKoon, Franklin, 
Delaware county, N. Y., from which I have just returned. Frank¬ 
lin Is easily reached by stage, which brings the mall to Otego In 
the morning, returning on the arrival of the train from Albany 
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about noon. As It doss not return at ul^bt, and beluK limited 
In time, I secured a private conveyance. 1 he weather was very 
cold, the distance not over flve inlK s, still you have to cross a 
high mountain from the summit of which a grand view of the 
surrounding country can be had In the Summer, but with the 
heavy drifts of enow with which It Is now covered. Intensely cold 
weather, and wind blowing a gale. It was not a time to enjoy 
beautiful scenery. From the summit, far below In the valley, 
you can see Frauhlln. oue of the moat beautiful villages In the 
state. 

After a short, but exceedingly cold ride, I reached the princi¬ 
pal hotel In the place, where, on Inquiring for Mr. MeKoou, 1 
was asked If I meant the “ dog-man," and having replied yes, a 
gentleman said he was going directly by his place, and would 
point It out to me, which he very kindly did. I found Mr. 
McKoon at home, and as nice a gentleman as one could wish to 
meet. He Isa man of middle age, sanguine temperament, and a 
free and ready conversationalist on bla bobby, the cocker spaulel. 
I was very cordially received, at once felt at home, and Informed 
him that the object of my visit was to see bis cocker spaniels, of 
which he has a large number. 

Captain and Sam were the only stock dogs he had at home 
that day. Captain Is a dark liver and white dog, line ears, eoat, 
and form; to me, his head was the only portion of him I did uot 
consider Brst-class, though that was by uo means had, but was 
not so round as 1 like. Sam Is a rich, solid llver-eolored dog, 
which 1 think better than Captalo, that Is, liked his bead better. 
It being rounder with shorter no?e,aiid larger eye, which gave him 
more expression. I do uot like a long head for a cooker. I am 
aware It is now looked upon with more favor than years ago, yet 
I cauDot find authority for considering It the correct type. Cap¬ 
tain Is of the noted Bestor strain tbeing by Romeo ex-Jullette) 
which has a good reputation In the Held, and also for beauty. 
Sam Is by Captain ex-Nellie, different blood, Is remarkable, 
strongly made, with Sne, glossy coat, and be Is a flue dog, but I 
fancy a little smaller dog than either. 

Of bitches he has a large number, among wbh h were some rare 
good ones, the style I like, as they were smaller than the dogs, 
aud I should say bred either to Captain or Sam would produce 
wbelps, which, when eighteen monlbs old, would not weigh over 
twenty-Bve to twenty-eight pounds. He bad. In » hat be called 
the nursery, a large room well boated, three bitches with pups, 
all showing In their progeny remarkable uniformity of color, liver 
and white. 

1 remained so short a time 1 was unable to get the name aud 
breeding of those 1 cousldered the better, but among all I saw, 
there was uot ooe that could be called a really bad specimen of 
the breed. I was much pleased with a sou of Captain, uained 
Colonel Stubbs, out of Godeffroy’s Flirt, wbich It Is Intended 
eball take tbe place of his sire lu tbe stud. He is yet uuder a 
year old, well made, with good coat, marked almost exactly like 
his sire, but with rounder head. I also saw some pups about 
ulue moiitbs old, by Wlldair, which surprised me more than any 
of the others, as Wlldair being by Doctor, twenty-three pounds, 
out of Belle, who is no larger, [ could not understand wbere they 
got their size, as I really believe at a year old they will weigh over 
thirty pounds, and to me looked coarse, good, strong i)ogs, but 
nothing baodsome about them. I would much prefer Captain or 
Sam to either of them to breed from. They were jet black,and were 
kept in the kenuel, ae Mr. McKoou told me, to breed to his pure 
liver colored bitches, expecting to Improve the scious, both In 
bead aud size. He bad also a black and white ticked bitch of 
same strain which was far handsomer and smaller than the dogs. 
I like her very much. She la, I think, litter sister to J. Oils Fel¬ 
lows’ Pansy. 

Mr. McKoon takes great interest lu his breed of spsniels, wbteh 
he calls the modern or Improved breed of cockers, and they are 
not the style of those bred twenty years ago, but are strong and 
powerfully made, able to stand auy amount of work, bred fur 
service, not as house pets. They have a good reputation for 
Held work In-lhe section wbere bred, commanding ready sale at 
good prices, and great attention Is paid to them, as their tine, 
healthy condition plainly showed. From tbe number In tbe ken- 
uel, with those which Mr. McKouo bad boarding out,I should say 
be has from twcuty-Bve to thirty full grown spaniels. I regretted 
very much that my time was so limited, as I really desired to re¬ 
main longer to discuss with him tbe merits of tbe breed, and 
bow, if in any way, we could Improve tbe same. But the old 
rule of "business before pleasure" called me away. 

I had hoped to have had time to visit tbe kennel of J. Otis 
Fellows, Hornellsville, N. Y., having beard be had some extra 
good ones, but Hndlug it would be Impossible for me to do so, 
and reach home as compelled by business to do, I was obliged to 
pass Hornellsville without stopping, but hope at some future day 
to make his kennel a visit. . Sbamrock.

Now we need not say anything’ 
concerning Mr. Lincoln, for he has long ago been tested and 
proved go^ at dog shows. lie then says Dr. Twaddell was judg¬ 
ing men Instead of dogs, and should have had tbe men brought 
before him. 1 feel sure had this been done that Mr. Henuessey 
would only have got second, for bis color la uot good, and be Is 
lacklug Id form. 

Id regard to my pointer dog Duke, Mr. Hennessey could not 
have done him greater barm thau in what he has written about 
him, for be baa branded him as unhealthy and unsound, which Is 
a gross misrepresentation, as tbe dog was never sick a day in bis 
life, and tbe abscess, or tumor, as be calls It, on my dog’s bock, 
the “ size of a pigeon’s egg,” was caused by tbe bite of a bull 
dog one week before tbe show, and when exhibited, the marks of 
the fangs were plainly to be seen on both sides of Duke’s leg. 
Mr. Heunessey has done me a private injury, as Duke la in tbe 
stud at a fee of fifty dollars, and has served three bitches since 
the Pittsburgh show, and uo person will desire the service of a 
dog that Is uusouud, with abscesses and ruiiulngs on btm, as he 
writes. I wish the rcaders'W the Chicago Field to know there 
was not a cleaner or better conditioned dog than mine, exhibited 
at the Pittsburgh show, as I can prove by many who saw him, 
and while there I refused flve hundred dollars for him, which does 
not look as though be was unsound. I wish I bad plenty like 
him at that price.

Mr. Hennessey's own dog should have been ruled out of tbe 
class be was sbowu In, and put lu bla right class. He was entered 
In class for pointer dogs under fifty-five pounds in weight, and 
he hud brought him dowu lu couditlou to make him tbe right 
weight. His dog weut on the scales at fifty-five pounds, good 
weight, while mloe weighed ouly forty-five pounds, In good con¬ 
dition. It does not do to starve your dug to take him to a show, 
and then put a ticket above blm, “Not to feed or exercise." 
Feed your dog right, and enter bim In bis proper class, and then 
be may possibly take a first prize. 

Last of all, bo says my dog has “ no merit." As proof that 
he has more merit than his dug, I have beaten Ills dog In the sbow, 
and I can beat blm In the field. I will run ray dog against his 
dtber for pointing, backing or retrieving, for five liundred or one 
Chousand dollars; or 1 will shoot Mr. Hennessey at pigeons nr 
other game, for the same amount. 

Tbe New York sbow will bo held Id April; let him get his dog 
ready, but be sure and starve anolber pound off his weight be¬ 
fore liieii, OB my dog's bock Is better, and the " abscess," or 
" pigeon egg,” Is gone. I will best him again, If no better dog 
than bis shows against me, but I am afraid better ones will be 
there, and we may both have to take a back seat.

be a special stake for alT-aged setters and pointers,belonging to and 
bred by, gentlemen of all nations. Open only to such dogs which 
are entered In the German or English Kennel Club Stud ^ook, or 
can derive their origin from those stud books. £1 entry fee is to 
be paid In entering a dog, and £l at the draw for those dogs 
which start. At tbla trial the winner of the first prize wllPre- 
ceive a cop, value £25, or tbe iQouey In cash; besides this, the 
amount of the entries. Including the money paid for starters, 
will be divided In such a way between the first and second win¬ 
ner, that one-balf of tbe money wll be added to tbe cup, and 
one-lhlrd of tbe amount paid to the second winner. The rest 
of the money goes to the fund of the club. To judge this trial 
Mr. 8. E. Sblrley has been Invited by tbe Committee. The 
English judge will be empowered to judge according to the rules 
and systems of tbe English Kennel Club. Mr. G. Lowe, secretary 
of tbe English Kennel Club, will kindly receive tbe entries of 
dogs belonging to gentlemen residing In England. The entries 
close strictly on the 35tb of February. Headquarters will be at 
the Hotel du Nord, in Cologne.”

Flora, number three, I bred to Fred 
and she was not so anxious as the dog, aud heavier lu flesh. { 
expect her to produce more females than males. Dora and Flora 
are due to whelp about March IS, when I will give you the 
result. _ T. D. A.

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THE NATIONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB'S 
TRIALS. 

The IndIcatlonB are that the trials of the National American 
Kennel Club, at Grand Junction, Tenn., next NoTember, will be 
Id ever; way a grand Bucceaa. 

The quails at Grand Junction have wintered well. None have 
died, ae very little snow baa fallen there, and that which did fall 
baa not remained sniSclently long on the ground to deprive the 
birds of food. They are said to be tatter than for many years 
previous at the same season of the year. 

Messrs. W. D. Gaither, T. T. Evans, and Cbarlea and Tbomsa 
Hunt have placed at the dispoaal of the club several thousand 
acres of land, which have been posted, and the birds on it 
are being protected and will be protected until the trials have 
been held. A scarcity of birds Is therefore not to be appre¬ 
hended. 

From the number of puppies their owners have Informed us of 
their inteutlon of entering, the Derby promises to be as rich a 
prize thia year aa last year. We hope all who can will enter one 
puppy at least. If not more, as the Derby should be supported. 
Aa we have mentioned before It is a noteworthy fact that last 
year a large majority of those entered were sold, hence the 
value of It as an advertising medium to owners who have young¬ 
sters they wish to dispose of Is apparent, for It givea the greatest 
publicity possible, and at a very small expeuae. It will be re¬ 
membered that the enlrlea close April 1. All puppies whelped 
on or after April I, 1S80, are eligible. The entry fee of five dol¬ 
lars should accompany each entry. Entry blanka can be ob¬ 
tained by addreasing the secretary, Mr. Joaeph H. Dew, Colum¬ 
bia, Tenn., to whom all entries should be addressed. 

Mr. Bryson Is doing all In his power to make the triala the 
greateat auccese of any which have been held. He Is determined 
nothing ahall be left undone which will contribute to that end. 
We would Buggeet to Mr. Bryson the novelty of a fox bunt, In 
cooDcctloD with the trials. It could be made an iotereatlng 
fdhture of tbe meeting, and without luterferlng with the trials 
more than for an hour or two. In that section of tbe country 
there are really more fox-buntera tbau ahootera, couaequeutly 
hounds and hunters to participate would be oumerons, and tbe 
country Is well adapted to It, aa the spectatore could see tbe hunt 
without following it. A red fox could be led from horseback by 
a chain over a prescribed course, of say teo miles; and given an 
hour’s start, would afford a most Interesting chase. A purse of 
a hundred dollars, divided Into three prizes of sixty, twe^y-five 
and fifteen dollars to the three first dogs, with an entrance fee of 
five dollars, would draw a large entrance. 

Aa we remarked, tbe fox bunt need not interfere seriously 
with the trials, as, If tbe triala commence with tbe Free-For-All, 
as we have previously suggested, that stake should be concluded 
by Wednesday morning or early Wedoesday, Immediately after 
which the hunt could commence. What does Mr. Bryson think 
of our proposition ?

Oi'TRAOEOus Slal'OHter. —The St. Paul, Minn., Pionerr Prat 
Is Informed by a prominent furrier that during tbe past season 
over eighty thousand buffaloes have been killed In the neighbor¬ 
hood of Miles City, Mootana, twenty thousand of which number 
were killed for their hides only, worth at that point from 25 
to (3.75 each. Such wholesale slaughter can have but one end¬ 
ing, tbe entire extinction of tbe American btaon, their numbers, 
In tbe last few years, having been greatly diminished for the 
same purpose. What can be more ezlravaganlly nuwlae than 
to allow tbe killing of an animal bearing a thousand pounds, or 
more, of animal food, In order that the slayer may obtain the 
paltry sum of less than three dollars for Its hide. Tbe law of 
Montana forbids tbe destruction of buffaloes fortheir bides; why 
Is tbe law not enforcedi It Is our belief that the general govern¬ 
ment sustains the same relation*to game In tbe territories that 
tbe state governments do to game within their llmlle. Why 
cannot Congress do aometblog to prohibit this terribly destruct¬ 
ive waste) We believe If one coogressmsD can be found to 
procure the leglslatlou necessary to protect this animal, that 
our people will, and justly too, shower countless honors upon 
bis bead. If tbe killing of buffaloes cauuot be regulated, let it 
be entirely prohibited. 

The Chicago Club. —We wish again to draw the attention of 
Mr. N. K. Falrbank, the president of the Chicago Club, to the 
fact that it la stated on Water street and In some of the restau¬ 
rants in Chicago that game is being served In tbe club bouse of 
tbe Chicago Club; and tbe claim is made that Mr. Falrbank 
must be cognizant of the fact, and that inasmuch as he is fish 
commissioner of Illinois and president of tbe club sod permits 
this outrageous violation of the law he evidently does not be¬ 
lieve in enforcing tbe law; and If therefore the members of the 
Chicago Club can eat game out of season others are entitled to 
the same privilege. Mr. Falrbank must see the Injuri¬ 
ous Influence tbe bad example set by his club ie 

having. We are asked why we do not prosecute 

the Chicago Club. Unfortunately those who can give tbe 

Information won't, and tie law does not permit of a search 
of tbe premises; but we wish it understood that we will pay lib¬ 
erally for information which will convict tbe Chicago Club of 
serving game out of season. If any one will give it to us we will 
show tbe Chicago Club very quickly that tbe wealth and social 
poeltioD of Its members do not exempt It from obedience to tbe 
laws. 

A Lithrart Curiositt.— Mr. F. 8. Kohl, of Chicago, has 
shown ua a copy of the Ulster County OozelU, of Kingston, N. 
Y., bearing dale January 4, 1800, published by Samuel Freer & 
Sou. It has a column of the latest foreign Intelligence, dated 
London, October 34, giving an account of tbe evacuation of Hol¬ 
land. It also contains a communication from tbe senate of tbe 
United States to the President expressing their regret at the 
death of George Washington, and President Adams’ reply there¬ 
to. The Inside of tbe paper la printed In broad mourning lines, 
on account of General Washington’s death, and contains an ac¬ 
count of his funeral obsequies at Georgetown, December 30. 
Among other advertisements in Its columns, appears one from 
Matya Van Steenbergh forbidding any person from harboring, 
keeping or trusting, upon tbe advertiser's account, bis wife 
Hannah; while John Schoonmaker, Jun., of Rochester, adver¬ 
tises for sale a saw-mill, also a “ stout, healthy, active negro 
weuch.” Ae a rare literary curiosity this paper is very valuable, 
showing as It does, by comparison with papers of the present 
day, tbe immense strides which have since then been made in 
tbe advance of enterprise and civilization. 

No More Fishing or Shooting on Sunday.—A bill bae been 
Introduced in the IIIIdoIb legislature by the Hon. Mr. Morgan, 
of Moultrie, entitled an “ Act to prevent the desecration of the 
Sabbath,” which prohibits the transaction of any business in the 
courts of the state except for purpose of receiving the verdict of 
a jury, and such exercise of jurisdiction as may be necessary to 
keep the peace. Labor upon tbe first day of tbe week Is limited 
to works of neceeslty or ebsrity; and ail other kinds of labor, 
either In person, or by ordering or permitting servante to labor, 
and hunting, fisblng or shooting are declared acta of misde¬ 
meanor. The sale of any goods, wares, or merchandise; tbe 
keeping open of any dram shop, etc.; the selling or giving away 
of any malt or spirituous liquors, and tbe disturbing of tbe peace 
or quiet of any person upon tbe Sabbath; also horse rscing, cock 
fighting, and playing with cards, are declared misdemeanors, 
and each act la punishable by a fine of from (10 to (50. 


Such a Winter. —For a change from the successive snow- 
eUirine, Chicago was visited last Saturday with a severe thunder 
and rain storm, which lasted through Saturday night and Into 
Sunday morning. The rain continued up to Sunday afteruoon, 
aud bad carried off nearly all the snow when tbe wind chopped 
around to the northwest, and it commenced to snow aa hard as 
It had ralped, and by Monday morning tbe snow was aa deep aa 
It had been at any time during the Winter. Such a Winter tbe 
oldest iubabllantdoes not remember; eince December to March 1 
there have been only nine days on which the sun has shone In 
Chicago.

To the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association:— Reviewlug 
the work done by this association the past year, your secretary 
would join with you in mutual congratulations upon the unmis¬ 
takable evidences of tbe result of our work, wblch preseut them¬ 
selves on every hand. NotwlthsUnding the increased edition, 
tbe demand for copies of our annusl book for 1880, has been 
greater than ever before,so that of the 2,000 books published, lam 
able to report but sevent)-five copiee left for future demands. This 
little missionary for good has been sought for far and wide, and 
wherever It has gone, a better public seutlment Is suFe to follow. 
The past year has witnessed a marked change In public sentiment 
generally In relation to this asaoclai Ion and Its objects, and In 
no way la this more plainly man Rested than in the discriminating 
and commendatory notices received from the state press. To 
our Btaiineh friends, tbe leading newspapers, Including tbe sports¬ 
men’s journals, our allies and supporters In the dlssemlDatlon 
of knowledge, and the overthrow of ignorant prejudice concern¬ 
ing this association, we return grateful thanks for their appreci¬ 
ative and encouraging utterances during tbe post year. It is but 
a few years since the term ” eportsman” was considered in this 
state a synonym for all that was lazy and irresponsible, not to 
say dishonest and immoral—a gambler or vagabond without the 
pale of good society. There are too many so called “ aports- 
meu’’ still who but too closely fill this description, but tbsuka to 
the men of character and Influence, who have stood at the helm 
of this association since Its organlzstlon, and to our editorial 
friends everywhere, the public havegrowuto recognize s vast dlf- 
fereuce between a “ tporlimaH" and a “ tporling man." ' 

From a small beginning the Michigan Sportsmen’s Assoclailon 
has grown to be an acknowledged state Institution, respected and 
commended for its spirit of humanity, friendship and protection 
toward our game animals, birds and fishes, while Its sincerity of 
purpose Ie no longer doubted. From friends and strangers In the 
East, West, North aoA South, have come voluotary words of 
praise and encouragement for the good that la being accom¬ 
plished, and the faithful roanuer lu wblch this society lives up to 
Its professions, and the purpoees of Its organization. It Is not 
with any feeling of vanity or vain glory I recall the many com¬ 
plimentary words that have been spoken of this body since Its 
last meeting, but rather with a feeling of thankfulness and deep 
satisfaction that the disinterestedness and sincerity of purpose, 
or. In other words, the spirit of " tbe greatest good to the whole 
state,” which' actuates each and all of ne, has succeeded In mak¬ 
ing its InBuence felt, not only at home, but far beyond the con¬ 
fines of tbe penlnsnlar state. Yonr eecretary has kept no record 
of tbe number of letter# answered (be past ^ear, but they mutt 
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tmouDt to Mveral hundred. Information bu been asked upon 
eter; conceivable subject, and lometimai a stamp for repljr was 
also sent. Several requests have been made for a form of con¬ 
stitution and by-laws for game protection clubs, both In and out 
of tbe state, which suggesU that It would be desirable to have 
printed an approved form of articles of organization, for tbe use of 
auxiliary clubs that may be formed. About 1,000 circulars for 
different purposes were printed during the year, and mailed. 
Those soliciting adverllscmeote for our third annual book, 1880, 
were sent to nearly every esUbllshment of size, dealing In sports- 
men's goods, east of the Rocky Mountains. Of those calling this 
annual meeting, copies were mailed to 102 newspapers in this 
state with a request to publish, and tbe balance were sent to in¬ 
dividual sportsmen throughout the state, and to the officers of all 
known sportsmen’s clubs, living and dead, in Michigan. 

While in New York and Boston last Spring your secretary 
called upon nearly all of tbe business bouses In those two cities 
dealing in goods used by sportsm(>n,and personally solicited adver¬ 
tisements for our book for 1880. This experience was an enlighten¬ 
ing one In several respects. The quick appreciation of some of these 
llrms of the advantage of directly reaching 3,000 or more of Michi¬ 
gan sportsmen In the form of a permanent ixx* of reference, was 
as noticeable as was tbe Ignorance of others as to the Importance 
and grandeur of Michigan as a state, and the almost unlimited 
market she affords for the sale of sportsmen’s equipments. It 
has become a well-known fact that the amount expended by 
Michigan sportsmen every year fur fine guns, costly fishing rods 
and Uckle, high-bred doge, and expensive hunting and fishing 
paraphernalia, is scarcely equaled in any other state. (This 
august body is earnestly requested to appropriate a suitable sum 
fora monument for that eetalilishment which declined to adver¬ 
tise In the “ Michigan Sportsmen’s Assoclarion third annual 
book,” but Immediately asked the secretary to furnish them a 
full list of the names of the members of the association to whom 
they might address sdverllslng circulars. Such colossal “facial 
area” ehonid not go unrewarded.) 

While your secreUry was as a rule courteously received, it re¬ 
mained for the house of G. W. Simmons i&Soo, of Boston, to 
distinguleh themselves by a discourtesy, both ungentlemanly and 
uncalled for. Presenting the card of this association, as Its offi¬ 
cial representative, accompanied by a copy of our book of the 
previous year, and stating the object of the call, the acknowledged 
iiusiness head of the house saw tit to administer a characterUtIc 
Boston snub, which I trust the members of this association, who 
are the recipients through their representative, will not overlook 
when sending their orders’for goods in their line. 

Our book for the current year promises to be larger and better 
than any of Its predecessors, and judging from the material now 
In eight, will comprise two hundred pages or more, or about 
double in size the book of last year, while the edition will be 
doubtless increased to 2,500 copies. 

This will enable us to carry out a plan wc had arranged for the 
past year, but which failed owing to the great demand for copies, 
viz., the sending of a copy of our book for 1S81 to the editor of 
every newspapr In both peninsulas, on tbe line of, and north of, 
the Flint A Pere Marquette R. R, These pioneer papers, the 
moulders of public sentiment in their respective localities, could 
they receive and peruse this book, would soon become disabused 
of the erroneous idea which so many of them advance, that this 
awclatlon is endeavoring to secure game legislation for the ben- 
slit of a favored few, at the expense of the hardy pioneer and 
actual settlem. And tbe co-operation of the settlers on the fron¬ 
tier of our pineries will never be secured until they can be made 
to see the wisdom of stringent laws to preserve for years to come 
this abundaot food supply, to themselves and their families, 
against the wasteful slaughter of their neighbors or ontelders, 
and until they learn that the members of the Michigan Sports¬ 
men s Association are the best friends they have, and not their 
cnetnieA. 

The outlook for our usefulness was never more encouraging. 
The public Is becoming aroused to the Importance of protecting 
and preserving the noble denizens of our forests from the In¬ 
satiate rapacity of outside market hunters, and tbe fiendish waste 
of beasts In human form, who for the paltiy shillings tbe bide ' 
msy bring, kill during nine months In the year, and leave to rot ’ 
of the noblest animal that roams I 

the Michigan forests. 

For years wo have labored assiduously, expended time and I 
money to no small extent, to procure a code of laws for the pro- ' 
tcc'tlon of game and fishes, that would wisely perpetuate to us > 
and to our children and to our children’s children, the finny, I 
feathered and anUered tribes with which a bountiful Creator bM I 
with so lavish a hand slocked our forests, and fields, and our 
lakes, and streams. Let us hope that the near future may bring < 
me consummation of our cherished plane. H. B. Rouar, .

If for any rea¬ 
son he desired not to hunt where the rest of the party wished, be 
would make a pretended careful examination of the ground and 
Inform them that he was sure there were no rabbits there, that he 
didn’t see any/eftiwp*, or If the reverse was the case, ho would 
say, “Commodore, plenty of rabbits here; I see great many 
/tclingi.” However, all our talk failed to bring any news of the 
derelict Charley, and we soon settled down to a steady walk that 
brought us to Chostertowu about dark, but with a good deal of 
the starch taken out of us. A warm Are and a good supper soon 
put us In good humor and Charley Harris came In and with many 
apologies for his mistake and great promises for the morrow, 
made his peace. 

Long before daylight we were asllr, and by sunrise had 
Anlshed breakfast, fed and coupled the dogs, got Into our hunt¬ 
ing rig and were waiting for Charley Harris, who very soon put 
In an appearance In a stout carryall, and accompanied by his 
chum, John Alexander; and we were soon rattling through the 
town on our way to Jo*^atthews’ where we were assured of a 
hearty welcome and abundance of game; a pleasant drive of an 
hour brought us to our destination; the horses were quickly un¬ 
harnessed and stabled, the besgles uncoupled, and we began at 
once kicking about In the peach orchard for our game whilst 
still the dew was so heavy as soon to wet us thoroughly, and to 
make the trailing difficult for the hounds. Very soon a Ane rab¬ 
bit waa kicked up by the “ Commodore” and In a minute or two 
the whole pack opened with a burst of lovely music, but the 
rabbit making a sharp turn came In sight of Charley Harris, who 
gave him a broadside from his muzxle-loader, quickly followed 
by both barrels from Matthew’s, and one from Alexander, all of 
which bad the effect to quicken the pace of the rabbit and to 
throw the beaglei out for a moment; but they soon took It up 
again and away they went across the Acids followed by our allies. 

In spite of all the shouting and cursing of my friend, the Com¬ 
modore. In a few minutes we heard several more shots, and 
then a shout told us that bunny bad at last met her death. Boll* 
Ing with anger my friend and myself soon caught up with our 
pot-hunters, and in terms more hearty than polite told them that 
nnlesa they could restrain themselves wo would at once give 
up the hunt, and when steam was pretty well blown off we made, 
an agreement, which was based on the fact that we were com¬ 
pelled to take back a considerable quantity of game to show our 
friends at home to prevent bidug laughed at, and at the same 
time to hunt as became sportsmen- We agreed that under no 
circumstauces was any rabbit to be shot sitting, nor was she to 
be shot when Arst started, but that after her Arst double and re¬ 
turn to the place of starting, which Is pretty certain to happen In 
about Afteen minutes, then whoever got the opportunity might 
glvethecoup ilegrncf! This agreement was fairly well kept and 
now the sport began In earnest, the only trouble being too much 
game, as frequently two and sometimes three rabblte were going 
at once, and the beagles were fairly bewildered. 

After having bagged some seven or eight, and the wiry edge of 
both men and hounds being somewhat taken off, a Ane rabbit 
was put up near an old hollow cherry tree, that stood In a clump 
of woods where once had been a house. A splendid bunt waa 
shown, the pack running all In a lump, and the scenting being 
high, the rabbit was pushed so hard as to prevent any doubling, 
and resembling the style of runnings red fox. Captain H. and 
myself stood on a fence to get a better view, and encouraged 
each other with remarks frequently repeated of " Isn’t that 
beautiful;” “could anything be prettier;” “doesn’t he run;” 

“ now they are turning;” “ here they come;” “yonder Is the 
rabbit,” etc., etc. And verily, nothing could be sweeter or to 
my taste more exciting. We had about come to the conclusion 
that after such a race the rabbit must be nearly broken down, 
and that unless shot, must soon be caught, when the bunt came 
to a momentary out very near the place of starting, to be almost 
Immediately renewed, the rabbit uking very much the same 
circle as before, and apparently with undimlnisbed speed and 
bottom. Much astonisbmeat was expressed at the way these 
“ Eastern shore” rabbits could run, snd It was suggested It might 
be a gray fox I The beagles bad settled down to their work, and 
were putting in their best licks, the whole air seeming to be 
Ailed with their melody. Round they came again,making straight 
for the old hollow cherry tree and pushed the rabbit Into It, hav¬ 
ing run some four or Ave miles without any break. We were 
anxious to gat this fellow out, to see what sort of a chap he 
could be, and Charley Harris with a long pole was soon up the 
tree, punching down the hollow, whilst we were fully employed 
holding the dogs; as they all seemed to have gone crazy with ex¬ 
citement, so anxious were they to mouth the game that had 
led them eucb a chase. By making s long arm the rabbit wae 
soon hauled out by the bind legs, and was a splendid fellow, but 
whilst be wae held up as high as possible to prevent the dogs la 
their frantic efforts from reaching him, Charley was applying his 
eye to the hollow, and as soon as the besgles would allow him to 
be beard. Informed the “ Commodore” that he believed there 
was another rabbit In that hollow; and so there was, snd the 
mystery was explained. We had been running two rabbits; the 
Arst one when tired out had reached the hollow tree and run In, 
and the second one had been started by the beagles very close by, 
and led ns to believe it was the same one. If the second one 
had been shot, ws would never have ceased to talk of what 
a run he bad given us, for no one had guessed the Arst one 
had gone Into the tree. 

The result of the day’s hunt showed twenty-three rabblte, 
two opossums and two partridges. The only rabbit started 
and not caught was lust In a corn-Aeld, where during an out 
a large water-dog that Joined us late In the day began bark¬ 
ing furioualy at a shock of corn, and we thinking the rabbit had 
hidden there, commenced pulling the shock to pieces. To 
our astonishment a very large opossum scrambled out, and 
was at once captured. * 

It Is probable that no party of men and small dogs were 
ever more entirely satlsAed than we were, wbeu fairly loaded 
Into Charley Harris’ wagon, unless It might have been the same 
party after sapper on the same evening. Qoabtus. 


The Magner Decision! 

PoRTLiND, Mains. 

Editos Chicago Fibld :—A perusal of the Issues of Febru¬ 
ary 12 and 19, of your valuable paper, brings to my attention the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois relative to game 
laws. In the Msgner esse. -As you truly remark, this decision Is of 
exceeding Importance, not alona to Illinois, but to other states; 
and a precedent Is established that Is of the utmost value. 

Previous to 1880, the only provision made by the State of 
Maine, for the enforcement of her game laws, was the appoint¬ 
ment for each county, of a “Moose and Game Warden.” But 
these wardeni were required to give bonds, to appoint deputies, 
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to make an anuual report, etc., and do pay for aervlces was pro¬ 
vided, except a portion of ths Anes paid on convictions. Hence 
there was llitle practical enforcement of our game laws, except 
through the efforts of sportsmen and other public spirited citi¬ 
zens opposed to the extermlnatlou of game. 

For many years there has been a large quantity of game 
shipped during the close seseon from Maine to other states,nota¬ 
bly to Massachusetts and New York. Many doer and grouse were 
annually shipped from ports In Eastern Maine to Rockland, and 
thence re-shlpped to Boston. In March, 1880, our legislature 
extended the powers and duties of the Asb commissioners and 
wardens to apply to the enforcement of the game laws. 

In my capacity as game commissioner, 1 Instructed an officer 
stationed at Rockland, to be on the watch after January 1 (the 
close of our open season for ’’killing or having In possession” 
any moose, deer, or caribou, or for “transporting from place to 
place In the state”), and to seize any game found In possession 
after that date. Early In January three deer were seized on the 
steamer Lewiston, and one was thrown overboard by the em¬ 
ployes of the vessel. 

The constitutionality of some of the laws relating to the poe- 
sesslon or the traffic of game has been an open question, and 
from this fact the recent decision of the Supreme Court of Illi¬ 
nois, covering all the points In question, furnishes a precedent 
In estabilsbing the fact that these laws are conslllutlonal, snd 
can be enforced by the police within the state. 

The right of the state to absolute coutrol of its game, while 
alive,/erne imfiiror, and to prescribe the times, methods, and 
purposes for which It may be reduced to individual possession, 
has never been questioned. But the secondary right of the state 
to further restrict the privileges of ludlvlduals In regard to this 
property. Into the possession of which the individual comes only 
by pHrmIsslon of the state, appears to have been somewhat ques- 
tloned by legal minds. The points of law occasioning these doubts 
bare now been fully sustained by the decision referred to, and 
In consequence the stability of those laws established. Tbe result 
will be that few, If any, future cases under the game laws will be 
contested by guilty parties, after their detection has become cer¬ 
tain. Everett Smitu.

While much credit 
Is due to otbere, Individually and collectively, in tbie be¬ 
half, yet this gentleman has accomplished more than them all, 
Arst In obtaining an efficient law on the subject of game pro¬ 
tection, and lastly securing tbe punishment of offenders iiuder 
tbst law. Not only this, he has given to the country a model 
law for the protection of game—a law that should be copied In 
its text by every state la the Union. I don’t mean to dispar¬ 
age tbe efforte and assistance other gentlemen have given to 
the matter or those who may have actually framed tbe Illinois 
name law. But we all know that the Chicago Field, and Dr. 
Rowe especially, baa labored incessantly for more efficient legis¬ 
lation respecting tbe handling of game out of season, and having 
obtained such a law In his own state has shown the real earnest¬ 
ness of bis purpose by taking tbe front rank In Its vindication, 
by tbe decision of one of tbe foremost Judicial tribunals lu this 
country—tbe Supreme Court of Illluole. This case determines 
the whole question of tbe scope of state legislation upon this sub¬ 
ject. Tbe case of Magner vs. the People of tbe State of Illinois, 
is a leading case, as lawyers say, and will become as celebrated ae 
the Judicially historic slaughler-buuse cases, to which It refers 
upoD one question Involved In tbe case. 

Every sportsman’s association and club in the United States 
should recognize by suitable action this great service of Dr. Rowe 
and the Cbicaoo Field lu their behalf, with “ Well done, good 
and faithful servant,’’ enter thou Into the joys of thy great 
triumph, and to lasting prosperity. 

In the midst of these congratulatl^s we are sadly reminded 
by the dark lines that drape tbe pages tbat contain tbe decision 
referred to, of your great bereavement, overshadowing all other 
matters, present and future. Accept our condolence.

Mr. J. M. Uotz to Harry Woodluud. 

Sacramento, Cal. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field: —In the Chicaoo Field of February 
12, there Is an article entitled “The Propffr Charge for Qualls and 
Ruffed Grouse,” to which what experience I have bad makes me 
take exceptions. 1 will acknowl^ge in tbe beginning, tbat I 
never killed either a quail or ruffed grouse lu the East, but I 
have killed nearly all of tbe birds of California from tbe wren to 
tbe swan of twenty-six pounds’ weight, and I think I know how 
a gun should be loaded. 

Mr. Woodland says tbat tbe proper load for a twelve-gauge gun 
Is three drams of powder and one and one-half ounces of shot, 
and providing the shot used Is No. 6, It will kill quails 100 yards 
away. Now, out here In California, we have used all kinds of 
powder that has acquired any reputation for strength, etc., Dltt- 
mar Included, even going so far as to smuggle lu a few cans of 
Orange Lightning No. 5, which Is not allowed to be sold In Cali¬ 
fornia; we have guns of all the best makers, and we have some 
few shots, but In all tbe conversations tbat I have hud with 
them on tbe subject, they laugh at. tbe Idea of a man loading In 
the manner stated to kill anything at any ordinary distance, let 
alone sixty, eighty and one hundred yards as he states. Three drams 
of good strong powder may be enough for a light twelve-gauge 
gun, but one ounce of shot Is all that quantity of powder will 
throw with killing effect, and one and one-half ounces of shot Is 
too large a load of shot for a twelve-gauge gun, tor the reason 
tbat If you put In the requisite amount of powder, say four and 
one-half to Ave drams the recoil would be such as to make any 
tender shouldered person wish they bad lot some one else Are off 
the gun. 

It la only common sense to say that you can secure the great¬ 
est killing effect at a long distance by Increasing the ordinary 
load of powder, and decreasing tbe shot, to correspond. I have 
seen this carried out almost to tbe other extreme from that which 
Mr. Woodland advocates, by a friend of mine, Oscar Marshall, 
who I think la as good a shot in the Aeld, on all kinds of game, 
as you can And anywhere. He shot a gun for a number of years, 
which he used to load with from Ave to six drams of powder, and 
one ounce of shot, and I will venture to say tbat he killed birds 
on an average, farther, and they would be hit with as many pel¬ 
lets as any man that shot a gun. 

California being a comparatively new country, and there being 
great numbers of all kinds of game here, has been a great Aeld 
for the market gunners, and most of these who shoot geese, 
ducks, etc,., use No. 6 shot (which they have found by experi¬ 
ence to be*tbe meet effective) and If they ever shoot at a bird 
over forty yards. It Is only when tbe game is very scarce, and 
Flelds'truly says that when shot at from sixty to eighty yards 
away, If bit (which I think doubtfol) will Ay ont of sight, and be 
lost to tbe shooter; and I think If Hr. Woodland will load his gun 
with three and one-half or even four drams of powder, and not 
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over one and one-el^hth ounces of shot, be will And that he will 
kill birds on an average further than ever ho did before. 

In tbe latter part of the article wherein he states tbat to kill 
cross shots, “ hold on the bird and pull the trigger, ”I colmlac 
with him, for though I may not be able to go Into any sclenllilr 
explanation to prove I am correct, yet I am thoroughly satlsAed 
that It la tbe only true way. 

To conclude, I have several times read In your paper that feed¬ 
ing pups milk was the principal reason of their being affected 
with worms. Now, I got a pup a week or ten days ago, Just 
from Its mother, and the next day there passed from her about 
Afty worms (all alive) In a bunch. They were about two Inches 
long, whitish color, and pointed at both ends. I suppose If I hail 
had her about a week, and fed her on milk when this happened 
1 would have tried to convince myself of the milk theory. '

Chef Menteur, and Lake Catharine, 
where exist numerous clubs, as well as public boxes, at which 
the occasional hunter can obtain the comforts of a bunk, pirogue, 
decoys, aud If he so elects, an experienced guide at moderate 
costs—large bags have been a rarity. The ducks are wary, “ high- 
Ayers,” and mqstly Ash feeders. A few most Indefatigable 
enthusiasts. Imbued with sufficient courage to brave tbe terrors 
of B tramp over Aoating prairies, have been rewarded with a 
goodly quantity of the Incomparable scolopax, but our recent 
severe weather bas hastened away the remnant of the Fall Alght, 
and retarded their early Spring return, at which time they are 
in greater numbers, and lu better condition. 

A member of a most popular Arm, dealers lu sportsmen’s mate¬ 
rials, has fared well In pursuit of larger game. He tells mo tbat 
a few days since, himself, accompanied by three or four friends, 
succeeded In brlnglngto bag Ave deerlo one day, and this within 
Afteen miles of his own store, which by the way. Is situated 
wltbln tbe very heart of the city—a fact remarkable as true. 

Qualls are found In moderate quantities In adjaceut upland 
parishes, but game laws, as ours, so laBufficleully enforced, prove 
too slight a barrier In checking tbe small boy and pot-buotlng 
native, the one, with his devastating traps and nets, and the 
other with his greed for meat.

too to the tune er seventy-one, 'sides that he killed fourteen of 
'em et one shot, that too 'thout a dof(-gooe dog." (Verbatim).

Anothbr Plan fok Killing Hawks. —Jerseyville, Ill.— 
Editor Chicago Field;—Lot me suggest a plan that will 
effectually ruin hawks. Plant a pole, the same as Mr. Margerum 
suggested, then nail a board cross-wise on the pole so that the 
ends will protrude on each side; to this fasten a common scythe 
blade (all the better If rusty) but sharp, then fasten your chicken 
In close proximity. The hawk or owl Invariably lights on a dead 
tree or limb, and when he settles on the scythe blade. It will cut 
the leaders, thus Incapacitating him for further work, and being 
unable to seize bis game, be will soon die from starvation. I 
have seen this plan pursued with good effect In Missouri, and 
know whereof I speak. Let the pole represent a cross or half cross. 
I have just anisbed reading Harry Woodland's reply to Fields, 
and consider his argument very thin Indeed, as all Western 
sportsmen will concur. He may, of course, occasionally kill a 
quail or pheasant at eighty yards, but all such are chance shots, 1 
care not whose gun, or wbat caliber tt Is. Now about number 
"sixes" for quails. Every hunter knows that “eights” or 
“ nines '' will kill a quail quicker, and that the game Is In better 
condition when killed, for this reason, that " eights " moke very 
small apertures, and cause Inward bleeding, while, on the con¬ 
trary, “sixes” make larger openings, allowing the blood to flow 
freely. The time has passed when we have to depend on Eastern 
talent In any line or branch, and the argument be advances goes 
to show ho Is not fully posted in field sports. But enough; let 
some one else admonish him, and if he Is cut out for a true 
sportsman, be will accept such remarks for bis good, and not 
Interpret them as signifying any personal animosity toward him.

The UoNEY-coMBiNGor Qun Barkelb. —Plermonb-on-Hudson, 
N. T .—Editor Chicago Field ;—I notice in your excellent journal 
that It Is the opinion of some of thelUrst gunmskerqkand also of 
others, that the honey-combing of the barrels of breecMoaders la 
caused by the corrosive action of the fulminate in the cap or 
primer, and that in the muzzle-loader the flame of the fulminate 
Is carried out with the counter action of the gunpowder. In the 
breech-loader, the flame of the fulminate has two and three- 
eighths Inches, exclusive of the base of tbe cartridge, to pass 
through before it reaches the true barrel,which should be some pro¬ 
tection. There Is not the least doubt but breech-loaders honey-comb 
much more readily than muzzle-loaders, but in my opinion this 
Is occasioned by tbe owners of the guns not cleaning them prop¬ 
erly. Tbe muzzle-loader is washed out with boiling water, there¬ 
by killing all tendency to rust, as tbe acid In the browning of gun- 
barrels Is killed; but tbe breech-loader being so easily cleaned 
with cold water, or a damp swab, boiling water Is dispensed with, 
the corrosive action of the fulminate and gunpowder 
la not killed, and hence honey-combing results. A 
friend of mine bought some Bogardus Star Cartridges to use 
as fireworks lost Fourth of July, only using them In the left band 
barrel of bis Parker, and he afterward found It Impossible to 
keep that barrel from rusting, until be used boiling water. The 
gun was sent to tbe factory to be re-bored. Now, was tbe rust 
caused by any corrosive action of the star cartridge) Let us hear 
from others that have used them, what their experience has been, 
as doubtless some of your many readers have tried them, and It 
they are Injurious to guns let us know tbe fdkt.

Hawks and Hahubrlksb Guns.— Nashville, Tenn,— 
Chicago Field ;—I see the subject of hawks and owls, as destroyers 
of game. Is beginning to wake up tbe sportsmen all over tbe 
country, and It Is well It shonld. I am satisfied, and have been 
for years, that hawks and owls kill more game than sportsmen 
do. I have on several occasions come upon hawks chasing flying 
coveys, and once I killed a seven footer, skimming over the 
stubble, looking for Bob White, and have sworn dire vengeance 
on bis bawksbip, and I carry a few thread-wound cartridges for 
their special benefit, with one of which I can “cleanup” Mr. 
Hawk at one hundred yards. Not long since I was out at Belle 
Meade (Gen. Harding’s home) and after hunting for hours found 
only one poor little covey. Instead, I found any number of 
large, fat hawks all over the farm, which accounts for tbe scarcity 
of tbe birds, as Gen. Harding prohibits all shooting. Tou 
doubtless remember at the last field trials there were a great 
many quails on this farm. I also saw where the hawks bad 
caught, and partially devonred two quails. I have known them 
to commence on a covey of twenty, and lose none. We have got 
to organize here against tbe hawks, otherwise, good-bye sport. 

I find all you say In favor of tbe hammerless gun correct. I am 
now using a beautiful Scott bammerlesa, twelve-gauge, and she 
la. a killer from Klllervtlle. J. L. V.

pull through. They were quite plenty tn tbe Fall and no one to 
shoot them, unless some filnt.|ock banter got a shot at a bunch 
on tbe ground, there being but few men In this part of the coun¬ 
try who can kill them on the wing often enough to make It In- 
tereatftlg, and they have not hunted them, being anxious to have 
them Increase, but I am afraid their forbearance baa been In 
vain, the extreme cold and heavy snows having about extermi¬ 
nated them. I have beard of several large coveys of prairie chick¬ 
ens, and os there Is plenty of com in the fields, I have no doubt 
they will get through; and if our legislature will pass a good 
game law, and appoint men to enforce It, I have no doubt we 
will soon have plenty of game In this part of tbe state. In my 
bumble opinion they want to pnt a stop to July woodcock shoot¬ 
ing, make tbe open season begin September 1, os It will save 
hundreds of chickens killed by men who do not know a wood¬ 
cock from a golden-winged woodpecker, and who could not bit 
one If they did. When storting out, oak where they ore going, 
the answer la, “Ob, to shoot some woodoocka," when In fact it la 
chickens they are after, and woe to the old ben or cheeper they 


find, (or she Is usually blown to pieces whilst fluttering along on 
the grass, and tbe young birds are murdered by the dogs. Wo 
have several ouch characters here, and I would like to see a law 
passed to fit their cose, and the only,one I can think of la, to 
prohibit all shooting before tbe time above spoken of. Cola. 

Florence, Kan., Feb. 17.—Tbe heaviest snowstorm of twenty 
years past has Just visited us, and I fear our quails will suffer 
greatly, though until this storm they bod fared well, and pros¬ 
pects were flattering for next season. Perhaps ft Is as well for 
our wlse()) men at Topeka have determined that we shall never 
kill quails any more, and have also Included In the list prairie 
pigeons, a bird that stays here about three weeks In tbe year.
